The mineral 
belt, he said, extends entirely across 
the state, its southern boundary run- 
ning from near Waynesboro to Colum- 
bus, and contains deposits ranging 
from coal and iron to some precious 
metals and stones. This state pro- 
duces half of the country’s output of 
ochre, he pointed out, while practi- 
cally all of the asbestos in the United 
States is found in Georgia, only one 
other state having deposits. 

“Get Together.” 

Standardization of newspaper ad- 
vertising rates and an appeal to the 
publishers to stick together was the 
keynote of an address by J. Kelly 
Simmons, publisher of the Nashville 
(Ga.) Herald. 

In his speech, the subject of which 
was “A Basis for Determining Cost 
of Doing Business,” Mr. Simmons of- 
fered a practical demonstration in 
figures of the expenses of operating 
a small newspaper, showing that the 
actual costs of running papers of the 
sane size vary very little. 

He advised the publishers to get to- 
gether as doctors and lawyers do for 
better results. “They put a price on 
what they know, not so much as what 
they do, and collect on that basis,” he 
said.
